As per independent claims 1 and 6, Applicant has properly amended these claims to 
include the allowable subject matter of claims 21 and 7, respectively. 

As per claim 13, the Examiner accepts Applicant's argument that Kim fails to teach 
varying the heat generating rate of the accumulator heater with a capacity of a plurality of indoor 
units. A further search of the prior art also failed to find other references that teach this feature.
